NoNGkenG’s drew’s Ball, it may ap- 
SO-CALLED . pear to. some of our 
WATER-SUPPLY. readers a trifle super- 
fluousto write of Hong- 

kong’s so-called Water Supply. The 
growing seriousness of the ‘ituation is 
our justification in referring to the sub- 
ject. Here. is the Colony, at the com- 
mencement of tlie dry season,-.on an 
intermittent supply, with every prospect, 
unless some miraculous downpour of 
rain ‘supervenes, of being left with- 
out any public water supply whatever. 
In some Jocalitics of Victoria, Euro- 
pean residents have been without their 
ordinary domestic supply for three 
weeks, and we know that Peak and 
Kowloon residents are suffering like 
inconvenience, Tho complaints of the 
Etiropean section! of the community are 
well justified, and if the Chinese bad an 


equal appreciation of the benefits of a 


regulic water supply doubtless they also 
would lift ap their voices in complaint., 
The Sanitary Board, with Government 
approval, ut 0, special meeting, issued a 
ukase that the whole city must be 
eleansed, limewashed and disinfected by 
fumigation, as precaution against 
pingue. The iden is an excellont one. 
But the Sanitary staff will find itself 
terribly handicapped by the restricted 
water supply,-and if the Board's order 
is insisted upon at the preeent juncturo 
the Chinese family houses, for lack of 
water for cleansing purposes, will be 
left in au uncnviable condition after the 
disinfecting and Jimewashing steft has 


passed through tiem. If the state of 
affairs is deplorabla: now, what will it 
be four or five months hence? Is it 
any wonder that the drainage ‘system— 
the dual drainage , system—devoid of 
water té flush it properly, gets into a 
putrid state favourabte for the breeding 
of disease? Do His Excellency: the 
Governor or the Director of Public 
Works look forward with light hearts 
to the prospects of the next five months? 
The situation is a most serious one, 
We have no desire to pose as alarmists, 
but our officials are apparently so case; 
hardened that it reyuires a great deal 
to move them, It was so this year dur- 
ing the Plague Epidemic; and had it 
not been for the public agitation against 
official lethargy there would have been 
ho visit from sanitary-und public health 
experts. Tt nay be urged, and probab- 
ly will be urged, in official circles that 
the Government is not.responsible for 
the abnormally small rainfall throug. 
out the past year, No one, of course, 
is so stupid as to say they are; but 
what most people ‘will ask is—Why 
has the Government, ~ with - peat ex: 
perience to, guide them, hesitated over 
the provision of increased storing facili- 
ties? The crisis the Colony is passing 


through, which Will be more acute ag 
the dry siiason goes on, is sufficient 
proof that even the ordinary réquire- 
ments of the city of Victoria have not 
been properly gauged and provided for. 
At Kowloon, the case against _the 
Government is far worse. There, an 
agitation for a better. supply has been 
most continuous’ since the -public 
water supply: system was introduced. 
Tn'gpite of the fact that the supply at 
Tsimshatsui was inndequate. for the 
ordinary requirements’ of. the residents, 
the military wuthorities were invited. to 
enecamp several thousands of men, cattle 
and horses in the residential area, with

i. JNSTITUTION. ”.:: 
Tho first annual meoting of this inetitu- 
- tion was held ta-day. Dr F. O, Stedman 
prosided. Amongst others present “wore 
Dr, Gibson, Mess C. 8, Sharp, H. W. 
| Slade wnd over a duzen Igdics. . 
“ ‘the Chairman said it waa with: great 
pleasure that he took the chair at this, the 
first meeting af the Hongkong Nursing As- 
sociation. Upto the present, the Asaocin- 
’ tion had proved s-great success and had 
filled a great. want in this Colony. It was 
_soméwhat unfortunate that they had only. 
threo months working to put before the 
meeting, the’ reason} being that they 
thought it would be so rhuch better to have 
the annual meeting in the cold wenther in 
what might be called the ‘off senson,. Dur-, 
ing tho three months, the nurses had been 
employed all tho time and, ho thought, the 
-aecounts showed soma defcit.. They ware 
obliged. to draw on tho guarantee fund 
to some extent, but some of‘the expenses 
incurred would not occtr again for’ some 
time, ut least, “Since the accaunts - wore 
made up, however, they had Wiped off the 
deficit and therefore the guarantee fund: 
stood at much the same figure now as when 
they began. There were. two matters 
which tho Committee had before them 
recently, Ono was that they wero already 
considering the advisability. of getting out 
athird nurse. During the last two moun- 
thd, October and November, thoy ~ had 
had’ “the services, of two . additional 
nurses, One came down from Shanghai 
to help them, and anether was resid- 
ont in the Colohy. Without this help, 
they would have been in serious difticul ties. 
The vpinion of the Committee was that 
they should wait a few nore months befora 
taking definite steps, aa it was possible the 
nurses tight not ‘be xo fully employed 
during the next month or two. ‘This 
was 8 question which would, how- 
ever, hesettled by the Committes. Tho 
other matter the meeting ouglit to know 
about was sbout the eccuring of a place 
of residence for the nurses. Hitherto, 
the nurses had boon resident in tho 
Peak Hospital, and that arrangement 
had been found to work very well. Tho 
Committee applied to the Government: for} 
help for the Institution but of the Jubileo 
Fund, collected in 1897, because part of 
that fand was devoted to providing a wo- 
wnen’s and childrens’ hospital and providing 
private nurses for the Colony. Practically 
the whole of the Fund—cxcept what was 
being used for the Jubilea Roart— was being 
used for building of a new hospital at Bur- 
ker Rosd. Tho Committeo therefore de. 
cided to write to the Government asking 
for three rvoins in-that Hogpital for the use 
of tho nurses, Government replicd that’ 
the whole of tho placo had been arranged, 
os far as the warde and necessary nurses’ 
accommodation were concerned, and thoy 
had no rooms.to givo away. - But, they 
admitted that. they (aught to do sone- 
thing for tho private nurses, and,’ a8. 
those present bad probably soon’ in the 
papers, a vote of $12,000 was. passed for 
the building of a proposed home for 
the Nurses of tho Hongkong Nursing 
Association, That vote of $19,000 hed 
gone home to tho Colonial Office for 
confirmation. The sccratary (Mrs Slada) 
then wrote the- following lotter to the 
Colonial Secretary —‘ In view of the vote of 
$12000, included in the Colonial’ Estimate 
for 1901-02, for building 'n house to accom - 
modate the Nurses belonging to the Hong- 
kong Nursing, Iuatitute, I have been re- 
— quested by thy Committes to lay before 
you tho following proposal, The temporary 
varrangement for housing the nurses at tho 
Peak Hospital has been found tu work 
exceedingly well ‘as the position is very 
contral und tho nurses appreciate having 
. the companionship of other uurées. whon 
of duty. Further, if the nuraca aro housed , 
in a separate building, the Committes feel 
«that it would be necessary tohave‘a matron 
or housekecper lo look after the hause when 
the nurses were both away or duty, andthat 
this und theseparate staff of sorvnnts would 
-jnvolye the Institution in considorably in- 
creased exponditure, My committes have 
rensow to tnderstand that this srrangement 
can be continied if required. 1 tn there- 
. fore asked to propuse to you, for your-con- 
sideration, that tho capital sum voted
